MIAMI. 

NE of our valued friends, who is spending the 

winter in Miami, writes that the Miami 
Jockey Club, now in control of Joseph E. 
Widener, J. H. Carstairs, Major Warburton and 
their associates, “is sparing no pains to make the 
present meeting a lasting success,” and that ‘Mr. 
Widener is in earnest in his intention to con- 
duct the racing at Miami for the advancement 
of the sport and of the Turf, and, as in the case 
of Belmont Park, over which he presides, the 
financial venture is only of secondary considera- 
tion.” 

Our friend further relates something that is 
confirmatory of the report previously coming up 
from Florida that the Miami Jockey Club is not 
concerned about legislation looking to the en- 
actment of a law permitting pari-mutuel pooling 
in Florida. He says: 

“Since Mr. Widener’s arrival, orders have been 
given for the removal of all paraphernalia and 
machinery formerly used in the operation of the 
certificate system of betting. These and the 
buildings in connection with them must have 
cost many thousands of dollars, so that their 
complete removal goes to show that the present 
control of the Hialeah track has abandoned all 
thought of conducting any pari-mutuel betting, 
even should tuture legislation permit it.” 

An enteresting sidelight is contained in the 
following paragraph of the letter: “The dog 
track adjoining the Miami Jockey Club’s prop- 
erty in the rear of the grandstand is still being 
maintained oy its owners, their idea being that 
should there be legislation permitting the opera- 
tion of the mutuels they will again open. Should 
it transpire that no such legislation is to be, the 
dog track property may be acquired by the 
Miami Jockey Club, when it would be dismantled 
and taken into the grounds of the Hialeah plant.” 

Concerning the present meeting, he _ says: 
“Though handicapped by bad weather for its 
opening, the meeting is progressing auspiciously. 
The attendance, though as yet not so large as it 
was in the days of the mutuels, is fully up to 
expectations. The high class of the visitors is 
noticeable, and goes to show ihat the winter 
racing at this point will eventually prove the 
most attractive of all winter sports. Already 


there is a fair class of horses present, and each 
succeeding meeting the highest class of animals 
racing on our summer courses will be attracted, 
since the racing public is now assured that the 
sport is to be wholesome in every respect.” 


BARTLETT BILLS. 
URING the week, as is set out in detail on 
other pages in this issue of THE BLOop- 

HorsE, Senator Clarence Bartlett introduced in 
the Legislature at Frankfort a couple of bills de- 
signed to stop betting at the Kentucky race tracks 
and, consequently, end racing in this State. Such 
action was unexpected, and that the measures 
were introduced by a Republican made it all the 
more surprising. Governor Sampson is the only 
Republican of the present administration at 
Frankfort who was elected by the people. He 
was elected because former United States Sen- 
ator J. C. W. Beckham, who was opposing him, 
had declared his intention to do just what the 
bills introduced by Senator Bartlett purpose. 

Information from Frankfort is to the effect 
that introduction of the bills came about in the 
nature of reprisal to bills intended to strip Gov- 
ernor Sampson of much of his appointive and 
administrative power. Senator Allie W. Young, 
a former member of the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission, whip of the upper house of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, is foremost in this movement. It 
is said that Governor Sampson did not keep 
faith with Senator Young when he appointed the 
present Commission. Not that Senator Young 
was seeking a seat on the Commission for him- 
self, but that he desired to be consulted as to the 
personnel and had, we understand, a promise 
from the Governor that he would be consulted. 

Perhaps, if Senator Young had been consulted 
and his advice taken the Commission would have 
been more nearly what the owners and trainers 
are praying for than it is now. At any rate, the 
presence of the Bartlett bills do not appear to be 
disturbing Senator Young and those of the Gen- 
eral Assembly who are lined up with him, and 
it appears to be the consensus of opinion at 
Frankfort that they will be defeated whenever 
a vote is taken on them, whether it be early or 
late in the season. 

Meanwhile there is speculation on what may 
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transpire if and when Governor Sampson sends 
names of a racing Commission to the Senate for 
confirmation. The law requires that the Racing 
Commission be confirmed by the Senate. The 
present commission was not appointed until after 
the adjournment of the Legislature in 1928. The 
Governor could send in new names, and there 
have been rumors ever since he named this com- 
mission that he may do that very thing. 


HOT AIR. 

N the lead of an Associated Press dispatch 
dated Louisville, Ky., January 21, we read: 
“The Kentucky Derby of 1930 will be run Satur- 
day, May 17. Col. M. J. Winn, Executive Di- 
rector of Churchill Downs, today named the date 
for the $50,000 race.”’ Colonel Winn announced 
that date weeks ago. 

Further along in tne same dispatch appears 
the statement that “Whichone, Harry Payne 
Whitney's colt, rules the winter Derby books as 
a 4 to 1 favorite.” 

Silly rot. Entries to the Kentucky Derby do 
not close until February 5, and the Associated 
Press should know that “prices” for a “book” 
are not made until the entries are known. 
Another thing. It was published in New York 
on January 18 that Whichone and Boojum, the 
two most prominent of the 3-year-olds in the 
Harry Payne Whitney string at Brookdale Farm, 
Red Bank, N. J., are considered to be extremely 
doubtful as starters for either the Preakness 
Stakes or the Kentucky Derby. 

In the same article, which appeared in The 
Morning Telegraph, and which was written by 
John J. FitzGerald, who is a careful newsgatherer 
and writer, it was stated “it is probable the firing 
irons will be used on both before they can be 
put in training again,” and that “it is expected 
a stable declaration concerning the plans for the 
two will be made within the next month.” 

Mr. Whitney has since said the story is inac- 
curate, and Norris Royden, in Daily Running 
Horse (New York), has written that “they face 
their 3-year-old campaigns with exactly the 
same status they had at this time in 1929, it has 
been learned from a person qualified to speal:.” 
Mr. Royden further states that Boojum always 
has had a weak tendon, but that he has been 
greatly benefited by his rest and continues: 
“As to the report that Whichone had a had 
looking knee, that is nothing new as the Chicle 
colt was in the same class as Boojum in that his 
knee was weak long before he his debut. 
Whichone’s bad knee did not bother him last 
season and like Boojum’s tendon, it has become 
stronger because of his long winter layoff.” 

If and when winter book prices are announc °d, 
we are of the opinion that the odds to be of- 
fered about the bookmaker’s choice will be at 
least 8 to 1, especially in the light of the contro- 
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versy about the condition of Whichone and Boo- 
jum. Meanwhile we would suggest to the hon- 
orable Associated Press that it might be well to 
pass up the hot-air effusions of press agents for 


the makers of future books. Future betting on 
the Kentucky Derby or any other race is of no 
real benefit to the Turf. It interests most the 
makers of the “winter books.” 


REAL REASON. 

HE day after the Kentucky State Racing Com- 

mission so very quietly met in President Polk 
Laffoon’s office at the Latonia race track and 
adopted dates for racing in Kentucky this year, 
Bob Saxton, Turf Editor of The Cincinnati En- 
quirer, said the chief reason for the change in 
the Latonia dates could be “summed up in the 
one word—weather.” A week later, however, 
he says the chief reason is to avoid conflict be- 
tween Washington Park, in Illinois, and Latonia, 
in Kentucky, and to “give Colonel Winn an op- 
portunity to be in entire command of his race 
courses in person.” This is in line with the view 
taken by THE BLOOD-HORSE last week. 

Mr. Saxton further tells the :eaders of The 
Cincinnati Enquirer that “some hue and cry has 
gone up against racing in the hot summer 
months, but it is not believed that this will have 
any appreciable effect on the attendance.” He 
adds that “racing is an open-air sport. There is 
plenty of shade at Latonia, and no one has to 
go out in the sun.” But in concluding his com- 
ment, Mr. Saxton says: ‘Well, the die is cast and 
Latonia is going to battle through the heat and 
the sun. However, the weather may not be so 
bad after all.” 

Mr. Saxton characterized the action on the 
dates schedule as the heaving cf “a bombshell 
into the ranks in the vicinity of Cincinnati;” de- 
clared that “the bomb was manufactured by 
Matt J. Winn, the racing impressario of Ken- 
tucky and all way stations, and touched off by 
Polk Laffoon and his fellow members of the 
Racing Commission,’ and says it “shell-shocked 
everyone in the country.” 

That just about covers the situation. Those 
who have the love of racing an! the best inter- 
ests of the Turf at heart have heen more than 
this once “shell-shocked” over the existence of a 
track-controlied Racing Commission in Kentucky 
and its tendency to do the things Colonel Winn 
wants done regardless of contrary opinion on 
the part of a very considerable number of horse 
owners, if not a majority of the horse owners 
who racinz in this state. An out- 
standing prior case in point was the cutting of 
purses at La:cnia. Let us hope that the future 
will see return to a Commission that will func- 
tion for the benefit of the Turf as a whole and 
not for the benefit solely of an:y division, group 
or individual of the Turf.

IN OUR MAIL 


N the same mail January 20 we received a let- 

ter from Douglas Eppes, who writes the col- 
umn “Hoof-Beats” for The Evening Telegram 
(Toronto), and another from Phil McCann, who 
is making chart and reporting the races at Ori- 
ental Park, Havana. The letter from the gentle- 
man in Canada reads as follows: 

“This letter is overdue, and I cannot let anoth- 
er day slip by without congratulating you on the 
excellent publication you are sending out weekly. 
It is a credit to yourself and all concerned. On 
this side of the Atlantic, there is great need for 
the Turf to be presented in its true light. 

“To THE BLOOD-HORSE and its editor, all lovers 
of clean racing owe 1 big debt. You do not hes- 
itate to call a spade a spade when necessary, nor 
are you ever slow to come to the defence of a 
sport which today appears to have so many ene- 
mies in your country, not the least dangerous of 
whom are within its own ranks. 

“As the writer of a daily Turf column in The 
Toronto Telegram, I rely greatly on your week- 
ly. Its accuracy is perhaps one of its greatest 
assets. One can bank on the veracity of any 
statement one reads in THE BLOOD-HOoRSE—that 
is my honest opinion. And of how many Turf 
publ.cations can one say the same? Further, -he 
romance and the attractiveness of the sport are 
featured by you; not the speculative end. That 
is another rarity these days. 

“IT was touched by your recent reference to the 
passing of W. P. Fraser. He was the greatest 
racing man we have had in this country in the 
past quarter-century. I fear it will be a long 
time before we shall look on his like again.” 

Mr. McCann, who is a native of Lexington, was 
formerly an employee of The Morning Telegraph 
(New York), but in recent years his work has 
been in covering the meetings in Kentucky, Illi- 
nois and at New Orleans or Havana. He wrote 
as follows: 

“Your newsy and well-edited publication for 
the current week arrived in our midst yesterday. 
From the favorable comment it receives, it ap- 
pears that the success of the publication is as- 
sured.

“Oriental Park is enjoying another successful 
season, and with the increase in purse values, 
many high-class horses were drawn to the Island 
this season. The addition of Mr. FitzGerald to 
the stewards’ stand assured clean, high-class 
sport and, although there have been few causes 
for actions, the stewards have acted promptly in 
each case.”

ARRY W. SMITH, of Dallas, Texas, writing 

from Houston, January 19, says: “Here for 
just a few days. This will be a great town for 
the horse business some of these days. Plenty of 
money here for that sort of thing when they get 
racing Back in Texas.” 

NE of our subscribers, an occasional con- 

tributor, who is at San Diego for the winter, 
sends us the following: “Appearing in a local 
paper during December was an article boosting 
a couple of Northern (California) horses as being 
the leading sires in the State. I recalled that you 
published in THE BLOOD-HORSE for October 26 the 
record of the sires up to and including October 
17. Upon referring to this, I found that Baron 
Long’s Sunstar horse, *Hand Grenade, so far 
overshadowed them that there was really no 
grounds for comparison, he having sent to the 
post winners of 66 races, giving him twenty- 
fourth position, in number of races won, among 
the list of some 724 sires you had recorded. And 
I note, too, in your release for the entire year of 
1929, he even shows improvement on the above, 
having a standing of twenty-first of the 797 
listed. A record, I would say, any breeder should 
be proud of, especially so when one considers 
Mr. Long’s establishment, is you might say, yet 
in its infancy and the class of ‘maids at waiting’ 
are not yet up to the standard he hopes to ac- 
quire in the near future. 

“Aware that Mr. Long at this particular time 
is a very busy mortal, with his varied business 
interests, I feared these figures might escape him 
and his assitants, so furnished them to him, and 
he in turn gave them over to one of the local 
scribes, who proceeded, in their usual manner, 
to ball the letter and figures up in a way ’twould 
be hard to distinguish from a Chinese laundry 
ticket. 

“Mr. Long, in reply to my letter, stated that 
it was much appreciated and very interesting, 
and then said: ‘Breeding to me is a pleasure and 
not a business, and consequently I am not so 
intent on piling up records. I give *Hand Gren- 
ade all the worst of it in that respect by letting 
the best of his get grow to be practically 3-year- 
olds before racing them.’ He also adds he has a 
couple of ‘prospects’ doing their daily dozen 
which he hopes, if they continue to improve, to 
send East for the Kentucky Derby, ‘which,’ he 
wrote, ‘is the only Eastern race I have any desire 
to win. Our reception in Kentucky last year was 
so hospitable that Mrs. Long and I will never 
forget it, and it is our desire to make a pil- 
grimage there each year we have a horse worthy 
to race in that great classic.’ 

“Something unusual—I see you have Cudgel 
(under winning sires) as by Maintenon. There’s 
two— Broomstick and Eugenia Burch. I'll never 
forget, as I was galavanting about muchly those 
days, the day of the Brooklyn Handicap, when I 
stood in the infield with A. C. McCafferty, who 
timed the race and doubted his watch until we 
got onto the track and compared with the official 
and saw that it jibed to a fraction of a second. 
This record of Broomstick’s, 11, miles in 
2:02 4-5, stood for many days. A more honest 
running mare than Eugenia Burch never wore 
plates, and many the races she won for Mrs. 
Curtis under the handling of the late Jimmy Mc- 
Laughlin and later under charge of ‘Old Man’ 
Maxwell.”

HE Reigh Count Mating Contest will close 
iy February 1, as was stated in the original an- 
nouncement, published in THE BLOOD-HORSE for 
the week ending October 26, 1929. Nominations 
postmarked as late as February 1, 1930, will be 
eligible for the contest. The prize, as previously 
stated, will be the winner’s choice of one volume 
of L. S. Sutcliffe’s “Thoroughbred Sires,” or two 
volumes of his “Famous Mares in America.” 

We are very pleased to announce that THE 
BLoop-HorsE has been particularly fortunate in 
having the consent of Mr. Brownell Combs, the 
young master of Belair Farm, and one of the 
most earnest students of bloodlines, as well as a 
highly successful breeder of Thoroughbreds, to 
judge the contest. 

Names Miss Whisk 

Captain E. B. McKinley, member of the United 
States Remount Service and stationed at Fort 
Reno, Oklahoma, writes: 

“In making a nomination for your Reigh Count 
mating contest, it is well first to consider those 
principles upon which a selection should be based. 
By this is meant those principles which, while 
open to exception, apply generally and turn the 
odds in favor of the breeder. Let us keep in mind 
that: 

“1. Imported horses and mares, as well as those 
of entirely imported parentage, seem to do best 
when mated with our sturdy Bramble and Domino 
lines. 

“2. The Bramble and Domino lines should be 
represented by individuals that have the habit of 
producing not just useful horses, but classic win- 
ners. 

“3. Female lines that have produced outstand- 
ing horses in each succeeding generation with- 
out exception are very apt to continue to do so. 

“4. Mares are at their best for breeding be- 
tween the ages of six and twelve years and are 
most apt to produce outstanding individuals dur- 
ing those years. 

“5. Mares that are raced hard and for a num- 
ber of years are generally disappointing in the 
nursery. 

“6. Not all mares with faultless pedigrees are 
able to pass on the greatness which they should 
have inherited. However, the production of a 
stakes winner early in the stud career of a well 
bred young mare proves her ability to carry on 
her line. 

“With these points in mind, Miss Whisk is 
nominated as the best mare to be bred to Reigh 
Count, ‘an’ I'll tell you why’ (apologies to Chick 
Sale):

“As is well known, both the sire and dam of 
Reigh Count are imported and he represents the 
male line to Sundridge. Probably the greatest 
horse ever produced in America from the Sun- 
dridge male line is Bubbling Over, out of Beam- 
ing Beauty, by Sweep, out of Bellisario, by Hip- 
podrome, next dam Biturica, by Hamburg. Here 


we find the dam by a Ben Brush—Domino horse, 
out of a mare whose sire introduces a strong in- 
fusion of the blood of Domino. Compare this 
with the breeding of Miss Whisk and note that 
the Bramble blood comes through none other 
than Whisk Broom II, while the two crosses of 
Domino are obtained through Disguise and 
through Pink Domino, the aam of Sweep. It 
might be well to note also that Beaming Beauty 
produced Bubbling Over when she was six years 
old, and that were she younger she would re- 
ceive serious consideration in connection with 
this subject. 

“Let us now examine the tap root of Miss 
Whisk, starting back with Pink Domino and 
working forward. Pink Domino, by Domino, 
produced Sweep (the great sire, and the mater- 
nal grandsire of Bubbling Over) as well as the 
mare Curiosity, by *Voter. Curiosity, before be- 
ing sent to France in 1912, produced but two 
foals, Novelty, by Kingston, and Wonder, by Dis- 
guise. Novelty was truly a great horse, beating 
Iron Mask in the Hopeful of 1910, etc. (those 
who doubt the class of Novelty are referred to 
the late Sam Hildreth’s book). The mare Won- 
uer, by the great producing Domino line brood- 
mare sire, Disguise, is the dam of not only Miss 
Whisk, but her more prominent own brother, 
John P. Grier, the sire of the recent Hopeful 
winner Boojum, etc. Both Miss Whisk and John 
P. Grier are by Whisk Broom II, and it is de- 
sired to place particular emphasis upon the pres- 
ence so close up of this illustrious member of the 
Bramble line. It is through him that the Bram- 
ble line has been so prominently represented in 
the classics in recent years. It cannot be de- 
nied, therefore, that the female line represented 
by Miss Whisk breeds on, both in its sons and 
uaughters. 

“From the records obtainable, it appears that 
Miss Whisk has had but one foal to go to racing, 
namely Dustemall, by *Chicle, a 2-year-old in 
1929, and the winner of the Matron Stakes, 
worth $25,250, at Belmont Park. It is not sur- 
prising to find a stakes winner being produced 
so early in Miss Whisk’s stud career, but it is 
interesting to note as indicative of her ability to 
transmit the greatness to which by her pedigree 
she is so eminently entitled. 

“Foaled in 1921, Miss Whisk is just at the op- 
timum breeding age of nine years. It may also 
be mentioned that she was a good winner, al- 
though never campaigned strenuously. 

“Miss Whisk seems to fulfill all the require- 
ments enumerated above and should make the 
most successful nick for Reigh Count.”

“My reason for nominating *Florestine, as you 
will see by the pedigree, is the old rule of re- 
turning to the sire the best blood of his dam. 
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Week Ending February 1, 1930 


*Florestine is by Beppo, half-brother to *Con- 
nessina, dam of Reigh Count. This line runs on 
back to Florence, by Wisdom. 

“The lower half of *Florestine’s pedigree in- 
cludes a large portion of the blood which pro- 
duced Sunreigh, sire of Reigh Count. *Flores- 
tine’s third dam is full sister to Sundridge, grand- 
sire of Reigh Count. The St. Simon element 
comes in through Florizel II, maternal grand- 
sire of *Florestine, he being full brother to Per- 
simmon and Diamond Jubilee. This pedigree re- 
versed produced Reigh Count himself, and it 
seems logical that by returning a mare bred as 
*“Florestine is to Reigh Count, a good race horse 
should result from the mating. 

“*Plorestine herself only ran twice and won 
the Prix des Mureaux at Maisons Laffitte. She 
is a beautiful individual, and on conformation 
would be a very suitable mate for the horse.” 


Picks Toboggan and Bongrace 
OSEPH M. ROEBLING, 222 West State Street, 
Trenton, N. J., sends the following: “I am 

writing to make an entry of a mare in the 
Reigh Count mating contest. What I should aim 
for in mating mares to Reigh Count is to produce 
a male heir for him—one that should carry silks 
to great distinction and later carry on the blood 
in the stud. Such a mare, in my opinion, must 
have shown great distinction on the race course, 
and also must belong to a very powerful female 
tap root. 

“If I could not have both, I should look for a 
mare well bred, whose female line contains the 
names of outstanding performers not too far 
away. Reigh Count’s pedigree does not contain 
in a close remove the name of a mare who 
showed merit and class on the track. 

“The mare which I propose to name is Lord 
Derby’s brilliant Toboggan:

“This smart lady accounted for the Champion 
Breeders’ Foal Plate, Boscawen Stakes and 
Dewhurst Stakes as a 2-year-old. As a 3-yeur- 
old she showed better form each time she started, 
winning the Oaks, Coronation Stakes, walked 
over for the Welsh Oaks, and ended her racing 
career by an easy win from the best of the 
older horses in training in the Jockey Club 
Stakes. 

“Hurry On, St. Simon, Isinglass! Can anyone 
name a horse in any of these horses’ particular 
periods able to rival them in race course achieve- 
ments or paddock success? Glacier produced the 
good winners Glaciale, Crevasse and Silurian. 
This family was founded by Corrie Roy, winner 
of the Cesarewitch. To it belong Canyon (half- 
sister to Glacier), the dam of Colorado, and to it 
Lord Derby owes a large proportion of his Turf 
successes.

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SIR GREYSTEEL 


By CRITIC 

T Holly Beach Farm, the Maryland estate of 
Sylvester W. Labrot, there is standing one 

of the most promising scions of the line of Roi 
Herode in the United States. This is *Sir Grey- 
steel, by Roi Herode, out of Grania, by Desmonil. 
Sir Greysteel, sold as a yearling for $37,500 
in 1920, is now 11 years old. He is a fine out- 
standing grey horse, of beautiful conformation, 
measuring 16.2 hands. As a race horse ani 
stakes winner, Sir Greysteel was highly success- 


ful, winning 11 races and placing in 23 more, 
worth approximately $25,000. Neither weight 
nor distance ever bothered him, as he carried 
as high as 143 pounds and ran distances from 
7 furlongs to 2 miles. 

Among his winning races are the Copeland 
Sweepstakes, a mile and a half, 1386 pounds; At- 
tumn Handicap, a mile and an eighth, 124 
pounds; Great Tom Plate, 7 furlongs, 103 pounds, 
Watt Memorial Plate, a mile and five furlongs, 
143 pounds, and Spring Handicap, a mile and a 
half, 126 pounds. 

He is very sure with his mares. Last season’s 
statistics show him to have had 78% of his mares 
in foal, from a list of 36. His 2-year-olds have 
not as yet started, but have shown their handlers 
considerable promise. Among them are sisters 
of the winners Night Signal and Rocket Glare, in 
the United States, and to Tintstone, a stakes win- 
ner in England and India. His yearlings strike 
competent judges as an outstanding and very 
uniform lot in their conformation. They num- 
ber 20, and are being raised under healthy, natural 
conditions, running out all day and in all weath- 
ers. Mr. Labrot and his manager and trainer, 
C. B. Reid, are of the opinion that thus, and this 
only, are hardy, healthy racers raised. 

There are now some 20 mares of good English 
and American blood lines in foal to *Sir Grey- 
steel at the farm. It is the custom at Holly Beach 
to exercise the stallions under saddle daily, and 
from January to the end of the breeding season, 
*Sir Greysteel receives from five to ten miles e<- 
ercise over the country side. 

Roi Herode, sire of *Sir Greysteel, has founded 
one of the most successful lines in England today. 
His descendants have swept the decks over there, 
while in the United States his grandson, *Stefan 
the Great, is credited with more 2-year-old win- 
ners than any other stallion in 1929. *Stefan 
the Great has returnea to England, where his 
book is already full, according to English advice, 
for the season of 1930. Roi Herode himself won 
$23,720 while racing in France. Standing at the 
stud in Ireland, Roi Herode has a wonderful rec- 
ord, including the spotted wonder, the unbeater 
Tetrarch, *Royal Canopy, successful sire in Eng- 
land and the United States, Leighton, King Johu, 
Prince Herod, Judea, and over a hundred other 
winners of 397 races worth $575,040 to date. 

When the writer visited Straffan Station Stud 
in Ireland, in the summer of 1929, he was amazed 
by the remarkable similarity between Roi Herode 
and his son, *Sir Greysteel. In conformation, 
temperament and action, they have many similar- 
ities. The stud groom reported Roi Herode to 
have had a list of 20 mares and it was thought 
at least 14 were in foal. 

When one considers Roi Herode is now 26 years 
of age, his virility is amazing. His condition 


reflects much credit on his handlers. His line, 
as all the Turf world knows, was all conquering 
in 1929 in the United Kingdom, through his 
grandson, Tetratema, leading sire, who begot 17 
winners of 32 races worth the immense figure of 
$252,679. His winners included the speedy Mr. 
Jinks, winner of the 2000 Guineas; *Royal Min- 
strel, Eclipse Stakes, one of the best handicap 
horses in England, and now at the stud in the 
United States; the beautiful filly Tiffin, and the 
good 2-year-old fillies, Queen of the Nore, Tea- 
cup an. Confetti. 

It is on the strength of *Sir Greysteel’s female 
line that many expert judges predict his success 
in the stud. His dam, Grania, by Desmond, lead- 
ing sire in England in 1913, produced eight win- 
ners of approximately $80,000. They are *Sir 
Greysteel, Sheerup, Paragua (Victoria Cup and 
winner in India), Granely (Lincolnshire Handi- 
cap 1922, and now sire of winners in France and 
Belgium), Green Islet (winner of three stakes 
in India and one in England), Granada (Esher 
Cup and Newark Handicap), Bonnie Graine 
(Berkshire Foal Plate), and Appledore (Si:2d- 
mere Plate, third in Gold Vase at Ascot). 

Grania also produced “Irish Grace, now domi- 
ciled at Holly Beach Stud, who was dam of the 
winner Menlough Castle. 

The second dam of *Sir Greysteel was Beauty’s 
Daughter, by Gallinule, leading sire in England 
ir 1904 and 1905. Beauty’s Daughter produced 
five winners—Brummel, imported to the United 
States and sire of many winners before being 
burned up in a stable fire; Beau (West Derby 
Stakes), Catherine (5 wins), Sikh (6 wins), and 
Laidy Daisy Cutter (10 wins). 

The next dam, The Sleeping Beauty, by Ben 
Battle, herself won five races and produced six 
winners, and is one of the select few mares who 
are dams of two Derby winners, her produce 
having twice won the Irish Derby, and are Port- 
marnock (Trish Derby), Rockdove (Cesarewitch 
and four other races), Carrigavalla (Irish Der- 
by), and Ardmore (winner, and producer of four 
good winners). 

The next dam, The Beauty, by Macaroni, was 
a winner and prouuced nine winners of 33 races, 
namely: Whist, Flirt, Whisper Low, The Jilt, 
Wideawake, The Sleeping Beauty, Painted Lady, 
Kildare and King Herod. 

The next dam, Claret Cup, was an excellent 
stayer, winning 17 races, three of which were of 
three miles, and four of four miles. Racing could 
not have hurt her for the stud, as she produced 
eight winners, namely: Chancellor, Duhart, In- 
amorata, Mrs. Bagot, Yakoob, Khan, The Beauty 
and Queen of Beauty (grandam of the Cesare- 
witch winner, Fiz-Yama). 

The next dam is Gramachree, full sister to 
Birdceatcher, who sired seven classic winners, in- 
cluding Stockwell, the Baron, and F:ugh-a-Bal- 
laugh, sire of the *Leamington. 

With a female line as strong in productive 
blood, and combining some of the most choice 
elements in the Stud Book, it seems highly prob- 
able that *Sir Greysteel is destined to become a 
successful sire of winners.

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RACING AND BREEDING QUALITY 


By AMER. 
COUPLE of years ago the question whether 
breeding quality had necessarily anything 
to do with racing quality was discussed in The 
Sport Welt and The Rundschau fur Vollblutzucht 
und Rennsport. 
It is still generally believed that the perform- 
ance on the racetrack is the only test for the 
quality of a horse. This is true, if by quality we 
mean the individual racing capacity of a horse. 
But how many are the cases where a colt or a 
filly are kept out of training through some acci- 
dent or injury which has absolutely nothing to dv 
with the hereditary qualities of the horse. Yet 
that particular horse may not have one victory 
to advertise his class. The case of Ultimus, who 
never performed on the track, but, nevertheless, 
became the sire of numerous winners, is a well 
known illustration of the fact. However, the 
stallion who cannot show at least some stakes 
victories, has a poor chance of filling his book, 
no matter how good his ancestry, because most 
breeders would rather select Derby winners for 
their mares. Some will contend that nearly all 
great classic winners have become great pro- 
ducers—-so they often have-—-but how much of 
this breeding success is due to the fact that they 
certainly have been given the opportunity of the 
best mares. The second class handicap horse is 
not even given a fair chance at the stud. 
That breeding capacity is not dependent on 
racing capacity has been more frequently proven 
in the case of mares, because they are always 
eligible for the stud-—vbrilliant racers and fail- 
ures alike. There is Mahubah, Man o’ War’s 
dam; she started 5 times, winning a small 6-fur- 
long race at Pimlico, carrying 107 pounds (value 
$320), and was placed second once. Madcap 
started 7 times as a 2-year-old only, winning 
$350. At Aqueduct over 4 1-2 furlongs; she was 
placed second once. Madcap produced horses 
}ke Mad Hatter and Mad Play. *Padula ran 
4 times unplaced and became the mother of Best 
Pal, Black Servant, Beginner’s Luck and Boot 
to Boot. There is Snoot, the English mare and 
dam of Caligula; on the race track she could not 
even place in a selling plate in Ireland. Sun- 
worship, who produced Solario, ran only as 2- 
vear-old and remained unplaced in 3 starts; later, 
£100,000, it is reported, were refused for her son, 
Solario, after he had won the Ascot Gold Cup. 
Waffles was so bad that she could never see a 
race track. At the stud she produced Manna 
Pomace, the dam of Polemarch, ran poorly. She 
was never placed. The same can be said of 
Grand Geraldine, who produced Grand Parade. 
These are only a few examples picked from mem- 
ory. 
Conversely, great racemares have not always 
become superior broodmares. A study of the 
breeding records of mares who were classic win- 
ners, shows that they not necessarily produced 
offspring of their own racing qualities. Throstle 
and Keysoe, winners of the St. Leger; Limasol, 
Our Lassie and Glass Doll, all winners of the 
Oaks, were such mares. 
Racing quality and breeding quality have bio- 
logically very different meanings and have noth- 
ing to do with each other. The first is based on 
the physiological qualities of a horse: viz. con- 
formation, muscular and nervous anatomy, sound- 
ness, etc. The latter depends entirely upon the 
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germplasm contained in the reproductive or- 
gans. The hereditary qualities of a horse are 
not produced by that particular individual, but 
by his entire ancestry. The combination and re- 
combination of these qualities cannot be con- 
trolled by the breeder, nor can these be influenced 
by the racing quality of the individual. Biolog- 
ists call this difference phenotype and genotype 
and, in speaking of phenotype, they have in mind 
only the exterior, not the performance. 

In general it can be said that sires, which 
were high-class stakes winners, subsequently be- 
came high-class producers, although their breed- 
ing records were often exceeded by handicap 
horses of the same age. This is more evident 
because the best mares are sent to them from 
the beginning of their stud career, while inferior 
handicap horses have often to acquire their repu- 
tation with the aid of very mediocre mares. 

Mares, which have been classic winners, very 
often have proved poor breeders and their high 
standard of racing was only reached again by 
their grand children. 

In volume V (pp. 452-453) of the ‘“Rundschau 
fur Vollblutzucht und Rennsport” Robert Bunsow 
explains biologically why mares which have been 
absolute failures on the racetrack have, never- 
theless, become excellent brooamares. 

‘Tt is a fact that prolonged and too strenuous 
use of a mare in flat racing (steeplechases do 
not affect them nearly as much) will consider- 
ably diminish the breeding value of the particu- 
lar mare. With some this weakening is over- 
come in a few vears, with others it remains evi- 
dent during their whole life. 

“The reason for this is that the unnatural life 
of a mare in training (her proper place would 
be in the well managed stud) tends to change 
the character of these peculiar secretions, which 
science calls ‘Enzymes’. These are chemical 
ferments which enable the ovary to nourish the 
fertilized egg and to develop it into a vigorous 
foal. If these ferments are not produced, if, to 
put it crudely, on account of the unnatural con- 
dition of the mare in the racing stable, the source 
of these secretions becomes exhausted, then the 
broodmare remains barren during her first years 
in the stud, or the fertilized egg is abortive, 
which occurs mostly unnoticed. A mare, over- 
worked in training, can, however, regain the 
ability to produce vigorous foals, if given absolute 
freedom and a rich pasture. When the repro- 
ductive organs have been restored, after a shorter 
or longer rest period, the mare will have lost 
none of her breeding value, so far as the quality 
of her offspring is concerned. This is proven by 
many such mares, who produced their best off- 
spring—-sometimes a classic winner—at an ad- 
vanced age. 

“It should also be considered that young mares 
in the racing stable—-under conditions contrary 
to nature—-and in constant proximity to colts, 
will produce an abundance of the above men- 
tioned enzymes, which are not properly utilized 
in the ovary. The enzymes produce chemical 
changes in the muscular cells of the body, and 
this evidently accounts for the fact that some 
mares with a pronounced stayer-pedigree are 
unable to stay five furlongs on the racetrack, nor 
even to run in a canter. Staying ability, while 


dependent on nerve power, is almost entirely in- 
fluenced by the action of muscular fibres. (R. 
Bunsow discussed this subject in vol. IV p. 38 of 
the “‘Rundschau f. V. u. R.) 

“From the numerous cases of mares, which did 
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not show any racing form but, nevertheless, be- 
came the dams of high-class winners, we are 
justified to assume that they were able to trans- 
mit through their germ-cells (egg) the heredi- 
tary racing capacity, which the mares themselves 
were prevented to display. 

“The practical conclusions, which the breeder 
can draw from the foregoing, is not to put fillies 
through as strenuous a training as colts, and 
to retire them to the stud as soon as they show 
signs of being in heat. It can be further con- 
cluded that many mares, although absolutely 
lacking in racing quality, can be very useful in 
breeding. 

“Light training of a filly undoubtedly favors 
the development and the strengthening of her 
whole system. For the determination of breed- 
ing quality, however, it is quite superfluous. 
Breeding quality is proved by her pedigree. 
‘Blood will tell’ is a short, clear cut definition.” 


FTER having looked up the important races 

at 1 1-2 miles and over, won by horses 
tracing to *Bonnie Scotland and to *Kclipse, 
Neil Newman wrote, at the conclusion of an ar- 
ticle in The Morning Telegraph, as follows: 

“Apparently the investigation discloses there 
are more winners of important races at 12 fur- 
longs or over during the present century tracing 
to *Eclipse than to *Bonnie Scotland, but it 
would not surprise me if the descendants of 
“Australian have been more successful in this 
respect than the two other lines combined. 

“All three lines have their good points, and 
also their imperfections. Thus the line of *Aus- 
tralian is noted for its legs and feet, but to offset 
this they are frequently temperamental and often 
have bad digestions; the *Eclipse tribe on the 
whole is endowed with brilliant speed, but often 
with defective underpinning; while the descend- 
ants of *Bonnie Scotland, noted for their hardi- 
ness, are frequently too small in stature and bulk, 
‘pony built,’ as it were, and this works against 
them. 

“Still these three lines have taken root and 
endured for about 75 years, which is more than 
can be said of the rest of our importations. They 
are the Herod, Matchem and Eclipse of our Turf 
history.”’ 


INCREASED HEIGHT. 

“Pegasus,” writing in News of the World 
(London), says: “There is no doubt that the 
Thoroughbred horse has increased in height 
within the last 100 or 150 years, in all probability 
to the extent of about a hand and a half. There 
were a few horses of about 16 hands in height, 
but the average size of the racehorse about 150 
years ago was under rather than over 15 hands. 
It is, of course, impossible to make accurate com- 
parison between the horses of today and those 
of a remoter period. 

“We can do something in that way by careful 
study of some of the old “timings” of races over 
distances, timings which were probably as ac- 
curate as those now taken in this country, but 
generally speaking, since it is admitted that “a 
good big ’un will always beat a good little ’un” 
and we know that our modern racehorses are 
bigger than their forbears it seems reasonable to 
suppose that they are also better.” 


CRIBBERS 


HOUGH he uses the pen name “Mankato,” 

and writes regularly for The Sporting Chron- 
icle (Manchester), J. B. Robertson is by profes- 
sion a veterinarian and practiced for many years. 
Thus such bits as the following from him are 
read with interest in England and elsewhere: 

“Few now living saw Bend Or’s dam, Rouge 
Rose, but those who did see her will remember 
she was a bad wind sucker or crib biter, and, 
further, that several of Bend Or’s daughters had 
the same defect. 

“I do not here suggest that wind suckers or 
crib biting is an orderly hereditary character of 
the recessive or latent type, but it is an interest- 
ing fact that Strephon’s dam, Soldier’s Love, was 
such a bad wind sucker that it became necessary 
to destroy her two months after Stephon was 
foaled. 

“Wind sucking, or crib biting, was not confined 
to some of Bend Or’s daughters. Certain of his 
sons also were affected. One such was De 
Rougemont, by Bend Or, out of Jenny Howlet. 
I have reason to remember De Rougemont’s in- 
firmity. 

“The cribbing strap was left off his neck one 
night in error. Early next morning he was in 
such pain with the tympanitis which followed 
that I had to puncture him with a trocar to give 
vent to the gas. 

“He was a big strong chestnut gelding, and at 
that time was very useful in any sort of a sell- 
ing race under National Hunt Rules. As a 2- 
year-old the son of Bend Or and Jenny Howlet 
(winner of the Oaks), gave great promise, and 
William I’Anson had hopes of his being a Derby 
colt, but he turned a rogue.” 


EARLY JUVENILE RACING 


PROPOS of what THE BLOOD-HORSE has had 

to say about fewer stakes for 2-year-olds 
and more events for 4-year-olds and older horses, 
the following by “Mankato” in The Sporting 
Chronicle (Manchester), is reproduced here: 


“The French authorities deserve praise for 
their sound policy in discouraging the early rac- 
ing of 2-year-olds, and it is a matter for regret 
that the Jockey Club in Sir Joseph Hawley’s day 
rescinded the rule that 2-year-olds should not run 
under the Rule of Racing before May 1. 

“This rule came into force in 1870, and was 
rescinded at the end of 1873. Admiral Rous ori- 
ginally supported Sir Joseph Hawley in fixing 
May 1 as the earliest date for running 2-year- 
olds in this country, but he afterwards changed 
his mind, giving as his reason the remarkable 
success of Count Lagrange’s French-bred 2-year- 
olds and older horses in England. 

“At that time 2-year-olds were prohibited from 
running in France before August 1, and Admiral 
Rous apparently was firmly convinced that Count 
Lagrange would not have sent his horses to run 
in this country had he considered early 2-year- 
old racing was detrimental. 

“The Admiral was a great power in the Jockey 
Club in those days. Thus we are justified in con- 
cluding that the successes of Count Lagrange’s 
stable were instrumental in bringing about a 
reversion to the earliest possible date for 2-year- 
old events.” 
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WILLIAM WOODWARD’S GEMS

IENDS of William Woodward, who are 


lovers of the lore of the Turf, have just re- 
ceived copies of what is perhaps the most sump- 
tuous sporting book yet printed in America. 
“Cherished Portraits of Thoroughbred Horses” is 
the title of the large quarto gift volume of im- 
perishable Japanese silk fiber paper, embellished 
with seventy-odd hand-colored photogravures and 
bound in a style which necessitated sending the 
printed sheets to London to obtain the required 
art and workmanship. Design and execution of 
the work were in the hands of Eugene V. Connett, 
of the Derrydale Press, in New York, while 
Ernest R. Gee was the publisher. 

In his “Foreword” Mr. Woodward says the 
volume sprang from a desire to let his friends 
among Turfmen know something about his col- 
lection of paintings of the great Thoroughbred 
horse of the past, and also to stimulate a real 
interest in the history and development of the 
racehorse. To this end he persuaded W. S. Vos- 
burgh, who is “The Druid’ of American racing, 
to write brief—all too brief—sketches of the 
horses to accompany their portraits. These notes, 
together with a biography of J. F. Herring, fifty- 
seven examples of whose work are in Mr. Wood- 
ward’s wonderful collection, and some interesting 
comments of the owner, constitute the letter- 
press of the volume. 

It will surprise a good many admirers of Her- 
ring’s horse pictures to learn that the father of 
the famous English artist was an American. Born 
in 1795, the son, who had to make his own way 
in the world, took to both horses and picture- 
making in boyhood. His talent first attracted 
attention when he volunteered to help out a 
stranger who was trying unsuccessfully to paint 
an equestrian portrait of the Duke of Wellington 
on the boot of a mail coach. From painting the 
panels of the highly decorated public coaches of 
the period young Herring rose to the exalted sta- 
tion of coachman, and spent two years on the 
box before he could be persuaded to abandon the 
road for the studio. 

This intimate experience with harness horses 
accounts for his workman-like portrayal of the 
trotting tandem, Tommy and Gustavus, winning 
their match against time on Sunbury Common, 
which appears from the print to be one of the 
gems of Mr. Woodward's collection. Every de- 
tail of harness and appointments is correct to 
the letter, and the poise and action of the blood- 
like leader further attest the horsemanship of 
the painter. But one is bound to believe that if 
Gustavus in the flesh had the superb conforma- 
tion and quality portrayed by the artist, he must 
have been a Thoroughbred trotter of Sultan’s 
Arabesque type, without a drop of foreign blood 
in his veins. 

Living at Doncaster, Herring began as early 
as 1815 to paint the winner of the St. Leger 
Stakes every year, and this he continued to do at 
least thirty-eight years in succession. As show- 
ing the character and importance of Mr. Wood- 
ward’s collection, it is interesting to note that 
it includes twenty-four of these thirty-eight 
horses, all by Herring, and that the collector in 
his “Foreword” expressed the hope that some of 
the missing ones may “find their way to join 
their associates some day.” 

The earliest of the series is Filho da Puta, made 


when Herring was only twenty years old, and the 
latest is West Australian, the winner of 1853 and 
progenitor in the direct male line of Man o’ War 
as well as Zev and three English Derby winners 
of recent years, Captain Cuttle, Coronach and 
Call Boy. Among the other great horses in this 
St. Leger series are Stockwell and his sire, The 
Baron; Touchstone, Voltigeur and others that 
founded families from which the cracks of the 
past and present are descended. 

There are ten Derby winners in the Woodward 
collection, though not all are the work of Herring. 
The one that the owner prizes most is the portrait 
of *Diomed, winner of the inaugural race in 1780 
and progenitor, after importation to Virginia 
when twenty-two years old, of our peerless old 
four-milers, American Eclipse and Sir Henry, 
Boston and Wagner, Lexington and Lecomte, of 
a type that has ceased to exist since the coming 
of the English system of dash races at short dis- 
tances. 

Of this canvas Mr. Woodward says: “I know 
of no sporting painting in America that can com- 
pare in interest with this one.” It was, I believe, 
made to order for *Diomed’s owner, Sir Charles 
Bunbury, from whose family it was purchased. 
It depicts a plain, muscular, big-boned chestnut 
horse, docked and pricked, with rather sloping 
rump and angular hocks. He is in racing con- 
dition, saddled and bridled, with his trainer at 
his head and his jockey in colors stepping for- 
ward to mount. Truth is written all over the 
canvas. The artist, George Stubbs, was a Royal 
Academician and the foremost painter of race- 
horses in the eighteenth century. He must have 
been past three-score years when *Diomed was 
in training. 

An earlier example of Stubbs’ work is the por- 
trait of O’Kelly’s Eclipse. This unbeaten racer, 
as all horsemen know, was in England all that 
*Diomed was in America, and more. It would 
seem as if there could be nothing in horse por- 
traiture more valuable than this picture repre- 
sents in the conjunction of a celebrated painter 
and a renowned racehorse. 


TRAINER KAISER’S STRING. 


At Churchill Downs trainer E. Kaiser is winter- 
ing four 2-year-old fillies for R. B. and B. O. 
Hickman along with All Upset and Playtime of 
the Southland Stable. He is to receive an ad- 
ditional filly within the next few days, a chest- 
nut by Upset belonging to the Southland Stable. 
The Messrs. Hickman fillies are: brown (half- 
sister to Myth) by Tryster—Hasty Chick; bay 
by Sun Flag, bay by *Light Brigade, and bay 
by Golden Broom; the latter three are out of 
Martinet mares. The older racers in this estab- 
lishment are wintering at their owners’ farm 
near Louisville. Included in their number are 
Hedemora, Myth, Whoop-te-doo, Agincourt and 
Fairy Ring. Trainer Kaiser is one of the younger 
generation of conditioners and is rapidly gaining 
recognition as an expert in his calling. He has 
done exceptionally well with fillies and mares. 
He developed Agincourt from just another filly 
into one of the fleetest sprinters in the West. 


NEPHALIST.

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ANTI-RACING BILLS 


N the hands of the Committee on Criminal 
Procedure, to which they were referred by 
Lieutenant Governor James Breathitt, president 
of the Kentucky Senate, are two bills introduced 
January 21 by Senator Clarence Bartlett, Repub- 
lican, lawyer, holdover member, of Hartford, 
Ohio County. One seeks repeal of the present 
statute, exempting race tracks from the pro- 
visions of the gambling law. It would forbid the 
operation of pari-mutuels, French pools or any 
other system of betting at tracks. 

The other bill makes it illegal to send or ac- 
cept bets by wire, letter or any other form of 
communication and prohibits the use of any ms.- 
chine or contrivance for wagering on races. 

In the course of hi3 report on the introduction 
of these bills, The Cincinnati Enquirer’s legisla- 
tive correspondent at Frankfort, said: “It has 
been proved repeatedly that horse racing cannot 
flourish without the pari-mutuel system or an 
equivalent, and Kentucky’s breeding industry is 
said, by its friends, to be dependent upon oper- 
ation of tracks in the State. 

“If the proposed action should succeed, frien.is 
of the Turf pointed out immediately, great breed- 
ing establishments in the State might be drawn 
elsewhere. Conferences were undertaken imme- 
diately to combat the legislation. 

“The racing legislation development over- 
shadowed what otherwise was still an important 
day in the Assembly.” 

The Enquirer’s headlines over the story were: 
“What? Again! Racing Bill Is Up Before Ken- 
tucky State Assembly, As Usual. Republican Is 
Sponsor In Face of Defeat of Beckham by Samp- 
son on Pari-Mutuel Issue.” 


Sampson Weapon? 


Writing from Frankfort, January 22, A. B. 
Guthrie, Jr., staff correspondent of The Lexing- 
ton Leader, Republican organ, said: “Senator 
Clarence Bartlett’s bills striking at the pari-mu- 
tuel system, introduced in the Upper House 
Tuesday, are arousing more speculation around 
the capital than any other political developme::t 
save perhaps Lieutenant-Governor Breathitt’s as- 
signment of the measures to the committee on 
criminal law. 

“Wide variance of opinion prevails regarding 
Senator Bartlett’s purpose in introducing his anti- 
pari-mutuel bills. A Republican from Ohio Coun- 
ty of quite an independent trend of man, Senator 
Bartlett is considered to be in sympathy wirh 
Gov. Flem D. Sampson in his major projects and 
entirely out of sympathy with the Democratic 
move to strip the chief executive of most of his 
power. 

“The Democratic members of the Legislature 
almost to a man hold the opinion that through 
Senator Bartlett Governor Sampson has played 
his high card of the session. Among Republi- 
cans there is, apparently, a good deal of puzzle- 
ment, enough at least to lead to the conclusion 
that if the Governor is striking back at his op- 
ponents, he has kept his intentions singularly 
quiet. 

“Whatever Senator Bartlett’s intentions in in- 
troducing the bills, political observers arourd 
Frankfort are saying that in them Governor 
Sampson has his best chance to emerge with full 
power from the present session. 

“The line-up is this: During his campaign, th2 
Governor enjoyed the support of advocates of the 
pari-mutuel system and in some _ undefined 


measure his election was due to that support. 

“Now the very Democrats who bolted to Samp- 
son on the pari-mutuel issue are leading the figat 
to strip him of his power. Combined with thein 
are the Haly Democrats, who have consistently 
opposed the chief executive. 

“Fronted with an opposition far superior ‘to 
his own forces, the Governor’s only chance to 2s- 
cape unscathed from the Legislature has been 
in uniting some portion of the opposing forces 
with the Republicans in a project which would 
be unpleasant enough to the other and dominant 
faction of the Democratic party to prompt it to 
come to terms. 

“Regardless of the expressed purpose of Sen- 
ator Bartlett’s bills, that is what they hold the 
prospect of doing. 

“There is a large element in the Democratic 
party, commonly referred to as the Haly faction, 
which is violently opposed to the pari-mutuel sys- 
tem and its ramifications. A union of this fac- 
tion with the Republicans would be strong enough 
to make things extremely interesting for the 
other faction, if not, in fact, strong enough ac- 
tually to pass anti-pari-mutuel legislation. 

“That union is in prospect with the introduc- 
tion of Senator Bartlett’s bills. If Governor 
Sampson can caucus the Republicans into solid 
support of the bills, he will have a mighty clu» 
to wield over the heads of his erstwhile Demo- 
cratic supporters who are attempting to emascu- 
late his office now, but who, above all else, want 
to keep intact the present regulations regarding 
racehorse betting. He might be able to force 
them into dropping the myriad ripper bills on 
condition that he call off his Republicans from 
the pari-mutuel issue. 

“The possibility of such a political move on the 
Governor’s part is increased when it is consid- 
ered that he has broken with the leaders of both 
parties who are supporters of the pari-mutuel 
system. 

“The actual existence of such a purpose on 
the Governor’s part has not been proven and is 
a matter of supposition, but, in view of the 
fact that such a move appears to be his only de- 
fense against the hostility of the present legis- 
lature, members of the Democratic party are not 
at all unwilling to assign that motive to him. 
Incidentally, it places a number of Democratic 
Senators and Representatives in very embarrass- 
ing positions, since the possibility impends that 
they will be compelled to make known their atti- 
tude in regard to the pari-mutuel system. 

“A confusing and even more uncertain aspect 
of the matter is Lieutenant-Governor Breathitt’s 
assignment of the bills to the committee on crim- 
inal law, a group which, it appears, is more apt 
than any other to give favorable consideration to 
them. Leading Democrats themselves were frauk- 
ly puzzled at this action and debated among 
themselves whether the presiding officer of the 
Senate had definitely thrown in with the Haly 
Democrats or whether he was merely acting in 
true representation of his section of the State, 
in which anti-pari-mutuel sentiment is consid- 
ered predominant. 

“The lieutenant governor waited for some time, 
perhaps 15 minutes, before he assigned the bill 
to committee. This delay itself was in contrast 
to his usual practice. 'lhen, to the surprise of 
everyone, he avoided the committees on Ken- 
tucky Statutes No. 1 or No. 2, and chose the 
criminal law group. In either of the former twe. 
the latter of the two particularly, the bills would 
have been ‘safe,’ it was commonly thought. Re- 
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gardless of the intent of the bills, they will ha’: 
the effect, it appears, of adding to the troubles 
of State Democracy. Differences over the pavi- 
mutuel system have long been exceedingly vex*- 
tious to the party and the introduction at this 
time of bills bearing on it threatens to reveal the 
uncertain quality of the ‘harmony’ which unas 
been talked about so much.” 
Proposes Increased Taxation 

HE day after the introduction of Senatvr 

Bartlett’s two bills there was, naturaily, 
much discussion at Frankfort of what Wilmer G. 
Mason, staff correspondent of The Cincinnati 
Enquirer called “the ‘die-hard’ renewal of would- 
be legislative warfare against the race tracks.” 
Mr. Mason reported that “Representative H. L. 
(Hoot Owl) Taylor, Repubiican, Knox County, 
forecast an added factor in the situation when he 
made unofficial announcement of a bill to tax 
the race tracks to finance free medical aid for 
the poor of the State,” and made known the 
declaration of Senator Bartlett that he “had a 
third bill in mind which would increase the State 
license fee for race tracks anu divert the fund 
to purchase of free textbooks.” 

Mr. Mason then outlined the proposed third 
bill and commented upon it and the other two 
bills as follows: “Senator Bartiett is preparing 
a bill to establish a sliding scale of license fees 
for operation of tracks, leaving for small tracks 
the present tax of $2,500 a day, but increasin;s 
that sum to possibly $7,000 or $7,500 for the larg- 
est tracks. 

“On the number of days of racing permitted 
in Kentucky last year, Senator Bartlett estimates 
a flat fee of $5,000 a day for all tracks would 
have net app:oximately $600,000. This is almost 
the amount Governor Sampson requests to insti- 
tute free books, Senator Bartlett says. 

“This proposal, observers were quick to say, 
would reopen the old question of encouraging a 
number of small tracks in all parts of the State, 
a development that certain friends of the Turf 
ave said might be detrimental to the best inter- 
ests of racing. 

“WAThon thic jssue was opened several times pre- 
viously the argument was made that racing at 
the large tracks was well supervised and clean, 
bul that no guarantee could be made for what 
might take place at small, struggling tracks. 

“There now are five running tracks in Ke’i- 
tucky, one of which is inoperative. They are 
Latonia, Louisville, Lexington, Dade Park (Hcn- 
derson) and Raceland (inoperative), near As4- 
land. All race meetings are required to pay 
$2,500 a day, which goes into the State’s general 
revenues. 

“The fact that Senator Bartlett on one day 
proposes what virtually would be the death of 
racing in Kentucky, and on the next announces 4 
plan to tax the tracks at a higher rate, was 
seized upon by friends of the tracks in pointiag 
to what they said was the certainty that Ken- 
tucky legislators would not turn their backs on 
one of the State’s greatest industries—the allied 
breeding and racing interests. 

“Senator Bartlett’s two bills, already intro- 
duced, propose to make illegal all betting on race 
results and to strike from the present statutes 
that section permitting pari-mutuel machines. 
Racing has reached its highest plane in Ken- 
tucky because of the law’s encouragement and 
supervision, its friends contend. 

“Whether there would be anything left to tax 
if this encouragement and supervision were re- 


moved is doubtful, opponents of Senator Bart- 
lett’s bills said today. Under those circur..- 
stances, free textbooks might have to be paid for 
elsewhere, even if the Bartlett bills were passed, 
it was pointed out. 

“The anti-betting bills are in the Senate Com- 
mittee on Criminal Law. Three Senators con- 
sidered to be friends of racing are among the 
seven members of this committee. One mem- 
ber is on record against racing, another aligned 
himself this year with a group that is unfriendlv 
to racing, and the other two are considered hy 
racing men to be unfavorable to the tracks. This 
four to three prospective lineup forecasts possi- 
bility that the Bartlett bills may reach the Sen- 
ate floor. 


“The present $2,500 daily license fee for oper- 
ation of a race track was worked out by frienas 
of tracks to assure that racing would be kept 
in strong hands and proportionately on a high 
level. Attempts have been made repeatedly to 
have a price advantage given to small tracks. 


Six years ago, Representative W. W. Belknap, 
Republican, Oldham County, proposed a percent- 
age tax on the pari-mutuel play, five per cent +o 
be retained by the tracks and five per cent by 
the State, a total of 10 cents on every dollar 
played. 

Four years ago, Representative O. C. Gartin, 
Republican, Boyd County, now a Senator, pro- 
posed a project tax with intent to rescue the 
Raceland track from financial difficulties. This 
was defeated. 

“The bill two years ago was a local relief prc n- 
osition again, being introduced by Representa- 
tive Pat Vincent, Democrat, Boyd County, and 
being defeated. 

“The Bartlett bills were in the hands of the 
printer today, and it was considcred to be douht- 
ful whether they could be taken up in committee 
this week. More than casual consideration is 
certain to be given to them, in any event, all 
sides agreed, and the time for a committee re- 
port was too far off to be forecast.” 


The Enquirer carried another dispatch from 
Frankfort, dated January 22, which read: “It is 
understood a movement was afeot here tonight 
to take bills affecting race tracks away from the 
committee and submit them on the floor of the 
Senate tomorrow. Friends of racing expressed 
confidence that they had enough supporters to 
defeat the measures if such action could be ar- 
ranged.” 


Republican Weapons 

NDER date January 23, The Louisville Times 

legislative correspondent at Frankfort wrot., 
as follows: “A council of war to map out de- 
fensive strategy against anti-Sampson measures 
was held by Republican members of the Gener2l 
Assembly, presided over by the Governor hiri- 
self at the Executive Mansion last night. 


“The pow-wow was reported to have been 
prompted by Governor Sampson’s realization of 
the A-fection from his camp of influential Der- 
ocrats, who co-operated with him during the 
1928 session. The first day or two of this s2s- 
sion revealed that they had turned on him, for 
they struck at him viciously with bills to rip out 
boards and commissions, divest him of appointive 
power and investigate the conduct of his admin- 
istration. 

“Outstanding in the revolt are Senator Allie 
W. Young, Morehead, and Representative Harry 
J. Meyers, Covington, two experienced parliamer- 
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tarians skilled in every method of harassing a 
Chief Executive. 

“It is this condition that the Republicans dis- 
cussed in secret caucus last night and explains 
the introduction of the two anti-racetrack gam- 
bling bills introduced by Senator Clarence Bart- 
lett, Republican, in the Senate Thursday. These 
two measures have become the Big Berthas in 
Governor Sampson’s major strategy. They w'!! 
be pointed at the Democrats in constant threat 
if the anti-Sampson campaign persists in earnest. 

“In this event, the Republican plan, it is cred'- 
bly believed, is to coalesce with the minority 
Democratic faction committed to racetrack oppo- 
sition, enact the Bartlett bills and let Governor 
Sampson sign them or veto them, as circur.- 
stances necessitate. Although the Governor and 
the Turf oligarchy have always understood ea 
other, Republicans fighting for their legislative 
lives contend that he will not hesitate to turn on 
past allegiances if the exigencies of war compel. 

“One of the obscurities of the picture is tne 
reason for the new hostility of the Governor's 
old allies, the Young-Meyers group. No light was 
shed on it by Senator Young’s narration of his 
interview with Governor Sampson, which the 
Morehead man described mainly as an exchange 
of amenities and a discussion of his chain store 
tax bill. That they parted with the breach un- 
healed was indicated by Senator Young’s state- 
ment that he could never fathom the Governo.’s 
intentions with respect to the measure, despite 
the fact that the gubernatorial message advocated 
some regulation of the ‘chain store evil.’” 

Bills Are Doomed 

N the course of his report to The Cincinnati 

Enquirer of January 24, Wilmer G. Mason, 
writing from Frankfort, said: ‘A proposed de- 
mand that the Bartlett bills be taken from the 
committee and considered on the floor of the 
Senate immediately, with intent to kill them, was 
not carried through today. This was understood 
to reflect consideration for the larger legislative 
program, rather than any doubt of the result. 
Friends of racing say the bills are doomed, either 
now or later. 

“The attempted dispute over racing arises in 
Republican quarters at a time when harmony had 
been arranged elaborately to unite factions pre- 
viously divided over this topic, but leaders say 
they are a side issue, not concerned with the 
harmony prograin.” 

In this connection, A. B. Guthrie, Jr., wrote to 
The Lexington Leader from Frankfort, Janu- 
ary 24: 

“Meantime, reports are current that Demo- 
cratic leaders in the Senate would work for an 
immediate vote on the pari-mutuel proposals. 
Conceded to enjoy the favor of the Senate com- 
mittee on criminal law, to which they were as- 
signed, the bills will be called out by motion from 
the floor, if the committee does not report them 
before then, and will be summarily killed, the 
report has it. 

“Incidentally, the measures appear to have 
little chance of surviving the Upper House vote. 
The most optimistic of pari-mutuel advocates 
place the probable ballot at 29 against the bills 
and nine for them, while others, less confident, 
change the figures to as low as 23 to 15. 

“Killing the mutuel bills would pave the way 
for immediate passage by the Senate of the rip- 
per bills, in the event that it is the true aim of 
those who are ostensibly sponsoring the latter. 
For the mutuel measures are commonly con- 


sidered to be Sampson’s only threat of reprisal 
against the Johnson-Young coalition and with 
them out of the way those members of the Upper 
House who are fighting the governor but who are 
also exceedingly anxious for the system of race 
betting to be left alone, could proceed to strip the 
chief executive without fear of any dangerous 
counter attack.” 
NAMES 

HE chestnut colt by Bubbling Over, out of 
T *“Humanity (dam of the stakes winners 
Sweetheart and Tuskegee ani the winners Holi- 
day, Mason Towle, Lotus erd Commotion), by 
*Voter, has been named Laughing Boy. Mrs. 
Payne Whitney paid $20,000 for Laughing Boy at 
the Saratoga Sales last year, where he came up 
in the Himyar Stud consignment, having been 
bred by Brownell Combs at Belair Farm, noar 
Lexington. He is well named. 

In the course of his comment on new names 
written for The Morning Teleyraph (New York) 
J. A. Estes says: 

“Another good one for the children of Man 0’ 
War is Anchors Aweigh, by Man o’ War—Good 
Bye, by Ultimus. You’ve heard of stories being 
written around a title (A Piece of String, for in- 
stance); this looks as if a mating had been male 
so as to work in a good name. Colts by 
Upset have been named Overturn and Disconcert. 

There is a bay gelding by St. James—*La 
Religieuse that has been .amed Friar. . . An- 
other colt with a churchly index is Acolyte, son 
of By Hisself and Incense. We can take it 
for granted that there were several applicatious 
for the name Yo Yo. It was awarded to a bay 
filly by Convoy—-Lasting i.ove. Among the 
tongue-tanglers are Kaunsou, by War Shot-- 
Lilika: Likolehua, by War Shot-——Ilima; ana 
Opiopio, by Bon Homme—Kity Troxell. . . We, 
French, shudder to think what will happen wher 
the mutuel bettors begin -alling for tickets on 
Chemin des Dames, a filly which happens to be 
by Baby Grand——*Gloire de Verdun. Noah's 
Ark, by Noah--Light Rose, may be a good mud- 
der. . . Why doesn't somebody name a seliing 
plater Lottie’s Eye? Pussy Williow is by 
Wilderness—-Kitcat. J. ©. Headley probably 
didn’t invent that name, Issaquena, for his 2- 
year-old filly by Tryster—Joy’s Delight, but he 
went back nearly forty yeais to get it. The pre- 
vious Issaquena won the August Stakes and the 
Hopeful (not the Saratoga, but the Monmouth 
Park Hopeful) in 1883. Hor sire, Alarm, was 
the great-great-great-grandsire of the 1930 Issa- 
quena.

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ODDS AND ENDS 
. By OLD ROSEBUD 

OCKEY KENNETH RUSSELL is enjoying the 

limelight as star pilot on the New Orleans 
tracks this winter. This is a good boy and one 
who knows how to rate a horse properly. His 
work in what now passes as distance racing is 
something rare in this day of ‘whoop-te-doo” 
riderg who usually break a horse off in a mile 
and a quarter race as though the pay station 
were in the locality of the three-quarter pole. 
Of course, some horses do best when taken right 
to the “top,” but I cannot believe that all the 
racers seen essaying to set the pace are bene- 
fitted by the move. Russell has been aided at 
the winter meets by having a lot of very fit 
mounts, but he is a decided help to them. Dell 
and Carroll have also shown promisingly and may 
reasonably be expected to rise in the ranks of 
their profession in the near future. Of the old- 
timers, Johnnie Majestic is conspicuous by his 
absence from the saddle. Johnnie is getting 
along in years, but has seen the time he could 
ride rings around most of the boys performing 
now. This genial little man can take a horse out 
for a work and learn more concerning the animal 
than many trainers could discover in weeks, if 
at all. 

* * 

Paul Bunyan couldn’t beat the kind he was 
pitted against in the Derbies last summer, but 
he seems to have the edge on the “beagles” 
running at New Orleans. The biggest thing Paul 
has done for racing is to provide a very stiff 
argument in favor of the stall-gate. He comes 
from a line of superior mudders, being by Paul 
Weidel, a son of Golden Maxim. When horses 
of this line are carded to race over a muddy 
strip it is well to rate them five pounds over 
their form on the dry. Mud is the bugbear of the 
player and the delight of the bookies. It causes 
horses to do peculiar things in a racing way at 
times. Horses with bad feet do best in soft 
going, whereas those with bad tendons are great- 
ly handicapped. Choppy striders and good 
stifled animals usually go well in the “soup.” 
Some racers are helped by such a strip as long 
as they can outbreak their fields, but let them 
get away poorly and the spray of mud and 
water will stop them if they are the least bit 
softhearted. Barplates are accounted a very 
treacherous hindrance in the mud, as they cause 
a horse to slide dangerously and collect large 
portions of the track proper in the frog of the 
hoof, adding to the weight to the extent of 
tiring them long before they would ordinarily 
be ready to call it a day. A win in the mud is a 
sure sign of a sharp horse. Many horses manage 
to stagger home first in a short dash over a fast 
strip when they are really short a work, but 
never in the mud. 

* 

They say that Danny McAuliffe has signed to 
ride the Everglade Stable’s Dedicate in his Ken- 
tucky Derby engagement. A good combination 
—that. 

* * 

“Weight is a great leveler.”” The foregoing is 
a time-worn adage, but one to which attaches 
a lot of working consistency. Man o’ War once 
spotted John P. Grier 18 pounds and found him- 
self in company of a veritable buzz-saw for about 
a mile. The peerless Hanover chalked up a string 
of no less than 14 straight victories and was 


credited by the students of loose-leaf racing lit- 
erature with being practically invincible. Upon 
gaining that enviable record and standing, he 
chanced to be thrown in with Laggard for the 
Raritan Stakes, a gallop of “ten panels” at 
Monmouth Park. In that race the Dwyer crack 
was asked to concede Laggard 17 pounds. The 
track was heavy, but the most conservative 
students of form thought dividends of 1 to 12 
Hanover good business. Some of his backers 
claimed he could stumble getting into his stride, 
stop to apologize to McLaughlin, scrape the out- 
side rail on all the turns and just laugh in by 
six. It was Laggard all the way. He opened up 
on the champion of 1887 in the first few strides 
and continued blithely on past the judges, ‘“‘clean- 
ing’’ Hanover and the ‘“wisenheimers.” Those 
timid souls who had risked their “aces” on 
Laggard collected to the tune of 13 to 1. The 
answer—Hanover had found his capacity. 

Handicapping by weight is much like handi- 
capping by the speed tests in that one must 
know several things concerning all the horses in 
a race before the method can be safely relied 
upon to get good results. The average racer’s 
form is continually varying. They are either 
rounding to or going off their best possible form. 
Only the real good ones hold their form the sea- 
son through. Hardly any two horses are 
anchored by the same weight. 

To a great extent ‘action carries weight.” 
Sarazen by High Time, the sire of our fastest 
sprinters, was enabled to carry respectable 
weight up to ten furlongs through his perfect 
action alone. At least that’s most everyone’s 
opinion. But, get this: Sarazen’s male line was, 
in its far removes, that of our stoutest stayers. 
There is, in itself, one of the unsolved mysteries 
of our breeding industry. Why did Himyar’s line 
suddenly change from one producing great 
stayers into its exact antitheses? Perhaps it 
was caused by too much inbreeding, or by the 
methods of training, since the changes in the 
condition books. But that’s another story. 

Hamburg was another champion of other days 
who could carry you and I and simply toy with 
all opposition. He, too, was a horse of fine action. 
He sometimes kept his fields at the post from a 
half to three-quarters of an hour while he made 
false breaks and ran each time from a quarter 
to three-eighths with an assistant starter or two 
tugging at him and 135 pounds or more fighting 
him from the pigskin. Did he wear himself out 
and leave his race at the post? No, he usually 
just scampered away from all challengers as 
though his package were a mere feather; and 
still they say leggy horses don’t carry weight. 
Yes “action carries weight,’ but fitness and 
breeding are the most important factors in de- 
termining how far and how fast; although action 
may overcome a certain amount of the lack in 
breeding and enable a horse to travel several fur- 
longs beyond his tribe’s usual tether. 


Just in case anything should happen that would 
prevent All Upset from starting in the Derby, I 
am holding Boojum as a second choice. It is 
better than 10 to 1 right now that one cannot 
even name a starter and for that reason I am 
taking the Whitney colt as a sort of ace in the 
hole. “The ghost horse” has speed and spare. He 
is so fast he can hardly negotiate a turn. His 


feet must have been smoking when he measured 
the width of the Widener chute in the Futurity. 
It’s hard to keep him on the racetrack to say 
nothing of trying to steer him any kind of

course. Boojum had that Futurity in the bag 
when he cut the caper. I have heard many 
opinionated horsemen say Boojum was all out 
to lick Whichone in the Hopeful. It is to laugh. 
He won the race with his ears pricked—-a sure 
sign a horse is running well within himself. In 
that race Boojum set a new American record for 
the 61%4 furlongs by running the distance in 1:17. 
He could have shaded the time had he been able 
to get through in the back side. Any colt that 
could show the late Jimmy Rowe enough to make 
him shake off that mask must certainly be a 
’eluva ’orse. As the popular song goes, “I may 
be wrong, but” I believe he is coming back next 
spring bigger and better than ever before and 
knock ’em all out of the park in more than one 
big stake. 


GRAND NATIONAL ENTRIES 


OR the Grand National Steeplechase, to be 
run this year on March 28, at Liverpool, 
England, there are 84 entries as against 121 last 
year. The weights were published on January 
23, but as yet have not been received in this 
country. J. H. (Jock) Whitney’s Easter Hero 
very likely has been given the top weight. He 
already is the public favorite for the event. Fol- 
lowing is the list of entries followed by a record 
of the performances of previous starters: 
GRAND NATIONAL STEEPLECHASE (about four 
miles and 856 yards) (handicap) of 10 sovereigns each, 
50 sovereigns extra if left in after January 23, an ad- 
ditional 25 sovereigns if left in after March 11, and 15 
sovereigns extra for starters, with 5,000 sovereigns (in- 
cluding trophy value 200 sovereigns) added; ‘Qnd 800 
sovereigns, 3rd 500 sovereigns and 4th 200 sovereigns; 
weights published January 23, at noon; Grand National 
Co. (84 entries). Closed January 7. To be run Friday, 
March 28, over the Aintree course at Liverpool, Eng- 
land. The names of the owners are in parenthesis. The 
names of the trainers come next and then the ages of 
the horses. Horses in training in countries other than 
England are so indicated by ‘the name of the country 
in lieu of that of the trainer.

Harewood, K. C. 8., 
Sandy Hook, Theorem, Uncle Ben, other first 
time starters last year, fell. Amberwave bali-ed 
in 1927 and 1928. Bovrill III was second in 1927. 
Carfax did not finish in 1928 and 1929. The Ces- 
ling did not finish in 1928.

THE ELKS’ BENEFIT. 

ITH the Jack L. Dempsey Memorial Purse 

as the feature of a good card of seven 
events, the winners of which were all well-sup- 
ported horses, there was racing at the New 
Orleans Fair Grounds Sunday, January 26, all 
revenues of every kind going to the New Orleans 
Benevolent Protective Order of Elks, for the pur- 
pose of relieving in part its indebtedness. It was 
estimated that approximately 30,000 persons 
visited the racing grounds during the day and 
that the gain for the Elks was approximately 
$60,000. 

The feature race was named in memory of the 
late Jack L. Dempsey, the noted Turf writer, who 
died at Dallas, Texas, during the Arlington 
Downs meeting in November, and whose home 
was at New Orleans. When the horses were on 
the way to the post for this race a bugler blew 
the military call, taps, and when the race had 
ended in the victory of Star o’' Morn, an 
orchestral rendition of “Auld Lang Syne” was 
heard over the amplifiers. 

But the day had its tragic incident when Mrs. 
Rose Sullivan’s Cheng Tu fell dead as he was 
running down the stretch in the second race. 
Jockey P. Garrity, who was riding him, escaped 
with a few bruises. 

During the past week Krik and Sport Dress 
were so badly injured by falls at New Orleans 
that they had to be destroyed, and Little Guinea 
broke a leg at Miami and was destroyed. Thus, 
with the fire at New Orleans, the toll of horses 
taken at the race courses during the week was 
19, a very unusual number, indeed. 


TRY TOO DIES. 


Try Too, prominent 3-year-old, prospective 
Kentucky Derby candidate, son of Tryster, out 
of *Aroma, by Santry, property of the Warm 
Stable (Messrs. Silas B. Mason, W. A. Hanger 
and associates), died at Churchill Downs, Janu- 
ary 24, from acute indigestion. Doctors Charles 
A. Hagyard and N. E. Southard were in attend- 
ance. The colt was insured with the Car and 
General Insurance Corporation. 


VICTORIAN SHIPPED. 

The Warm Stable’s directors finally decided to 
send the son of Whisk Broom If to the Pacific 
coast for the rich Agua Caliente Handicap. He 
was shipped from Louisville last Saturday night 
(January 25) in charge of his trainer, J. ‘“‘Tom- 
my” Taylor. His destination is the training 
ground of Stuart Polk at Imperial Beach, Cali- 
fornia, where he is to be worked a while on the 
sands with an occasional swim in the ocean, per- 
haps, before going to the race course. Three 
horses, Lost Cause, French Leave and Some Time, 
were sent out with him. 


FAIR GROUNDS FIRE. 


Fifteen Thoroughbreds, two lead ponies and 
two stables were burned at the New Orleans Fair 
Grounds, Thursday, January 23. Joe Cavens, 
jockey; William May, apprentice; J. R. Smith 
and Phil Catman, grooms, and G. H. Morton, 
negro, trainer, suffered burns. Cavens, who saved 
a number of horses, was the hero of the occasion 
and was worst injured. He was sent to a hospital. 
He had been suspended from riding for having 
whipped a horse on the head during a_ race 
After the fire his suspension was removed be- 
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cause of his heroic work. The horses destroyed 
in the fire were Bloomtonian, Bourbon, Coreopsis, 
Cannon Club, Counsellor Connolly, Dude Girl, 
Flap Jack, Leisure Hour, Ma Foi, Petrucio, Pik 
Quik, Princess Blink, Princess Voski, Rogue’s 
Gold and Royal Ruby. Yours Truly also was very 
severely burned, but may be saved. The owners of 
the horses were H. B. Reether, J. R. Clark, A. 
Pelleteri, Joseph Leiter, Eugene Lutz, M. Ber- 
man, R. Nicholas, and Miss Dorothy Hicks. The 
fire originated from an oil stove. The loss was 
approximately $40,000 in horses and stable equip- 
ment and about $10,000 in stables. 


PAYING OFF. 

Acting for the Florida Jockey Club, of which 
Frank A. Keeney is principal stockholder, Col. 
Abe Hallow paid off at Miami last week those 
who served at the abbreviated Keeney Park 
meeting. Colonel Hallow confirmed rumors that 
negotiations are on for sale of Keeney Park to 
persons whose names he was not at liberty to 
disclose. 


NEW BREEDING ESTABLISHMENT. 

R. Levine has leased a 160 acres farm at Palos 
Park, Illinois, with intention of breeding Thor- 
oughbreds. The establishment is to be known as 
Palos Park Stock Farm. He also will have there 
a training ground for horses to be raced. 


FRANK BOYLE DIES. 

Frank J. Boyle, 53, owner-trainer, died of 
acute indigestion at his home in Baltimore, 
January 25. Interment at Chester, Pa. He was 
stricken while observing the work of his horses 
Bellfont and Who Knows Me, at Pimlico. 


TO CHANGE NAME. 

From Chicago comes the news that when the 
annual meeting of the owners of Arlington Park 
is held on January 30, Friday of this week, it 
will be voted to change the name of the corpo- 
ration from American National Jockey Club to 
Arlington Jockey Club. 


LADY MABEL SIEVIER. 

In England a few days ago, Lady Mabel 
Sievier, wife of R. S. Sievier, died following an 
operation. Her husband is widely known on the 
Turf, and she was likewise well-known, though 
she of late years ran few horses. She was a sister 
to the Marquis of Aylesbury. 


GRASSLAND TRACKS. 

George Horine, civil engineer and race track 
builder, left Lexington Monday for Gallatin, 
Tenn., with the drawings and blue prints for the 
three courses to be laid out on the property of 
the Grassland Hunting and Racing Foundation, 
which has taken and is taking over some 28,000 
acres of lands in that section of Tennessee. 

The inner of the three courses is to be a one- 
mile eliptical dirt track. The next, encircling 
this, is to be a grass course one and one-quarter 
miles around, and outside of these is to be a 
steeplechase course of about two miles. 

The courses are to be located in a beautiful 
lowland. The racing then can be observed from 
a higher ground at the finishing post, without 
the pecessity for building a grandstand. Instead 


there will be a clubhouse and a series of broad 
terraces. 

It is intended to have racing there this year 
for four days in the autumn and at stated periods 
in future years. It is one of the most pretentious 
undertakings of sportsmen in this country thus 
far, since it combines racing, fox hunting, golf, 
aviation, swimming, rowing, tennis, polo, etc., 
with the arrangement of homes and clubs for 
the members. A membership fee is $10,000 and 
many subscriptions have already been taken. 
Work on the building of the tracks is to begin 
immediately. Col. Phil T. Chinn and W. Arnold 
Hanger are advisers relative to the plans for the 
racing grounds and racing.
